It would take much time to figure

In a rough sur- 


vey I estimate that he

We can trace much 
of Paul's 


going from place to place. But it 
is somewhat remarkable that, of 
all that 
travel the 
only 
vivid 


account is of the sea journey and 
shipwreck, 
in Acts 27. How oth- 


erwise did Paul travel 
On foot? 


Or on horseback? 
By camel? In 


caravan with other travellers, as 
on the famous journey to Damas- 
cus, when he saw the vision that 
transformed his life 


The story of all the 
happened 


to Paul, and much concerning his 
Master as well, would fill 
many 


New Testaments. 


But the 
important thing con- 


cerning both Paul and his 
M'aster 


is what they did. Concerning Paul 
the great questions are not of the 
how, why, or where; the 
import- 


ant thing is 
the 
purpose — the 


Gospel urge that sent Paul 
from 


place to place, and that brought 


thim 
through 
Asia 
Minor 
to 


Europe as the first great mission- 
ary to give Christianity its world- 
wide heritage of truth and grace.
